GENERAL 


Dornberger, Walter. V-2; the inside story 
of Peenemiinde and of Hitler’s “secret 
weapon” that came too late; with an 
introd. by Willy Ley. Viking, $5. June 14. 
An unusual narrative of World War II dis- 
closes the development of the V-2 rocket, the 
frightening weapon that might have keen dis- 
astrous to the Allies if used earlier in the 
war. Associated with the rocket project since 
its beginnings in the 1930’s General Dorn- 
berger indicates that he was as aware of the 
rockets’ potentialities for space travel as for 
warfare. He describes the difficulties of get- 
ting appropriations even after the project 
was recognized for its warfare value, tells 
frankly about the struggle over direction 
and authority, and gives devastating glimpses 
of Hitler, Himmler, and Goring as he met 
them at the project. Will attract the general 
reader interested in German conditions dur- 
ing the war but the chief interest lies in de- 
scriptions of rocket development. 


Lewinsohn, Richard. Animals, men and 
myths; an informative and entertaining 
history of man and the animals around 
him. Harper, $5. June 9. 


Beginning with the evidence of paleontology 
in regard to the first organisms, and continu- 
ing on to the most recent experiments with 
substitutes for animal products, this is a 
comprehensive examination of the relations 
between man and other animals. Artifacts, 
myths, legends, taboos, religions, classical 
and medieval philosophy, tradition, recorded 
history, scientific experiment and hypothesis, 
and a look at the world today are all intro- 
duced in evidence of the record of man’s 
changing attitudes toward animals, his treat- 
ment and uses of them, and his increasing 
mastery over the rest of the animal kingdom. 
An impressive piece of work for readers who 
liked Moore’s Man, time and fossils (Boox- 
uistT 50:89, N 1 53). 


St. John, Robert. Through Malan’s Africa. 
Doubleday, $3.95. July 6. 


A foreign correspondent files a report on his 
trip through the Union of South Africa in 
1953, when he found the fear-ridden Nation- 
alist government dedicated to the proposition 
that all men are created unequal. Wherever 


he went in Cape Town, Johannesburg, or 
Durban he cataloged the indignities visited 
upon Africans and Indians, the victims of 
apartheid and its train of disease, violence, 
and squalor. Not without irony, he noted the 
dilemma of the ruling class, who were caught 
between their desire for total segregation and 
their need for cheap Negro labor for their 
mines and factories. A scathing indictment, 
more impressive than many academic studies 
because its author risked the discomforts of 
visiting and living with the colored races. 


FICTION 


Frankau, Pamela. A wreath for the ene- 
my. Harper, $3.50. June 9. 


Two adolescents, one the daughter of uncon- 
ventional parents who encourage her in the 
exercise of responsibility, and the other the 
son of ultraconservative British parents, are 
confronted with the old question “Am I my 
brother’s keeper?” Don’s answer is nega- 
tive; Penelope’s, though affirmative, is re- 
luctant. The remainder of Don’s adolescence 
is a long struggle with conscience, from which 
he emerges committed to the service of his 
fellow men, and enters the priesthood. Penel- 
ope is nineteen before she meets the second 
situation which asks her to take responsibil- 
ity for someone she resents, and this time 
her acceptance is without reservations. A 
three-part novel, rather confusingly devel- 
oped by means of several first person narra- 
tives. 


Karig, Walter and Bird, Horace V. Don’t 
tread on me; a novel of the historic ex- 
ploits, military and gallant, of Commodore 
John Paul Jones. Rinehart, $3.50. June 28. 


Manesseh Fisher, a fifteen-year-old orphan, 
stows away on a ship captained by John Paul 
Jones, saves Jones from a mutineer’s at- 
tack, and escapes with him to the Carolina 
coast. In the southern colonies Jones finds old 
friends, makes new ones, and gets caught up 
in the American cause. When he finally re- 
ceives a commission in the new American 
navy, he makes a berth for Manesseh, so that 
the young man is on hand to record the 
stirring story of Jones’ exploits at sea and the 
less inspiring one of his tangles with poli- 
ticians. A good picture of early American 
politics, naval warfare, and social life, es- 
pecially suited to masculine tastes.

100-200 PHILOSOPHY—RELIGION 
Childs, Marquis William and Cater, Doug- 
lass. Ethics in a business society. 1954. 
191lp. Harper, $2.75; Mentor, paper, 35c. 
Two writers interpret the significance of a 
recent survey on the ethics and economics of 
society, sponsored by the National Council 
of the Churches of Christ in the U.S.A. The 
authors attempt to correlate the current find- 
ings of the survey with historical relation- 
ships between religion and economics in 
American business, and invite consideration of 
such questions as whether economics and re- 
ligion can be kept in separate compartments, 
whether ethical and religious sanctions of 
the past are still valid, and whether Amer- 
ican technical progress has led to a too com- 
placent acceptance of security as a right. 
Especially useful to students of social prob- 
lems, economics, and religion, the book may 
also interest discussion groups and the se- 
rious general reader.

The personal stories of 16 well-known con- 
verts to Roman Catholicism, most of them 
American intellectuals who have distinguished 
themselves as writers, artists, historians, 
scholars, or clergymen. Their backgrounds in- 
cluded lapsed Catholicism, Anglicanism, 
Protestantism and, in one case, communism. 
The editor furnishes biographical notes for 
these accounts of spiritual pilgrimages, a few 
of which first appeared in magazines. For 
the reader, Catholic or Protestant, who is 
interested in the mechanism of religious con- 
version.

A symposium of informed and _ responsible 
opinion on the library as an agency of free 
communication, on the importance of intellec- 
tual freedom in the world today and the 
librarian’s responsibility for preserving and 
making available the nation’s intellectual 
heritage, and on the necessity for concerted 
effort by the press, publishers, libraries, and 
radio to withstand attempts at undue pressure 
from any direction. This valuable source of 
guidance to librarians, trustees, students, 
teachers, and all who are vitally concerned 
with the preservation of intellectual freedom, 
also includes the Library Bill of Rights, a 
statement on the labeling of books, and a bib- 
liography of references on intellectual free- 
dom.

One half of the book consists of case 
studies of the work of six teachers in rural, 
city, and suburban schools with elementary 
and high school pupils. The rest is an an- 
alysis of techniques for improving learnin 
environment. A _ bibliography lists helpful 
audio-visual materials and sources, as well as 
books and pamphlets.

1954. 282p. illus. Harper, $4. 

A well-known food economist’s study of the 
interrelations of world populations, national 
diets, and food potentials leads him to believe 
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that economic progress in productivity, con- 
sumption of goods and services, and nutrition 
is within the grasp of the world at large. 
The only serious deterrent to this possibility, 
he adds, would be continual war. His argu- 
ment, which takes issue with some of the 
dire prophecies of more pessimistic prophets, 
is aimed at the mature reader, expert or 
inexpert, who is interested in world prob- 
iems.

S$ 15 53). Again, detective fiction is no more 
exciting nor fantastic than his stories of Lon- 
don’s night clubs, the dope traffic, street girls, 
pubs, crooks and thugs, child gangs, cock- 
tail girls, light-fingered barmaids, “blind” 
beggars, and murders by the score.

To honor the thirtieth anniversary of 16mm 
film, specialists in the use of the medium 
conduct a symposium on its past achievement, 
present resources, and future development. 
Beginning with the technical problems of 
equipment, production, and distribution, the 
experts next discuss the audiences served by 
16mm film in educational institutions, in- 
dustrial, farm, and labor groups, churches, 
libraries, and museums. Finally they consider 
the international exchange, evaluation, se- 
lection, and cataloging of 16mm films. The 
forecasts preceding each article are mainly 
optimistic. A working tool for teachers, 
adult educators, group leaders, and others 
who are engaged in audio-visual activities. 
This is the first number in the Film counselor 
series.

An unrepentant liberal explains why he joined 
and left the Communist party in the thirties, 
and tells how to meet the Communist con- 
Spiracy today. He claims that he is speaking 
for his generation when he describes how 
communism lured intellectuals who were dis- 
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enchanted by the first World War, the spec- 
tacle of money-grubbing society, and the 
Great Depression. He attacks the myth of 
the Red Decade, and suggests that spy-hunt- 
ing be left to the F.B.I.; he also criticizes the 
Retarded Liberals, Fake Liberals, and Panicky 
Conservatives who obscure the big military 
and diplomatic problems. Unlike the con- 
fessions of the professional ex-Communist, 
this is the uncringing and critical testimony 
of an intellectual who did not abandon one 
dogmatism only to cling to another.

A carefully documented history of one of the 
great financial institutions of the U.S., the 
San Francisco bank which currently ranks 
as the largest in the world. Correctly titled 
the Bank of America National Trust and 
Savings Association, this amazingly successful 
venture was begun in 1904 by Amadeo 
Giannini, an Italian-American who thought, 
and proved, that there was a need for banks 
that catered to the person of moderate means. 
In addition to tracing the history of the bank, 
this acquaints the reader with the genial per- 
sonality of the founder and his equally like- 
able and astute successor.

A nontechnical handbook on group work 
methods, written to fill a need which the 
authors have felt for such a book during their 
25 years of working with volunteer group 
leaders, camp counselors, untrained staff 
members, and students of social work. In a 
pleasant, straightforward style they explain 
how and why the leader keynotes the first 
meeting; they also discuss goals, different 
types of groups, program building, dealing 
with individuals within the group, problems 
of order, control, and discipline, and the tech- 
niques of being an enabling leader; i.e., one 
who enables the group to achieve its pro- 
gram and the individual members to grow 
through the group experience.

The conference held in October 1953 con-

The well- 
edited proceedings present a distillation of 
the thoughts and findings of the 66 participants 
on the utilization of engineering, medical, and 
teaching personnel. The study affords re- 
sponsible citizens well as_ professional 
workers an understanding of the factors in- 
volved in manpower utilization and ap- 
proaches to improved utilization.

The Methodist bishop who requested a hear- 
ing before the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities in an attempt to have 
charges of disloyalty stricken from the Com- 
mittee’s records, here relates the story of the 
hearing, and registers a strong protest against 
the Committee’s attitudes and methods as 
demonstrated at the hearing. Using his own 
experience as a case in point, he charges the 
Committee with an irresponsible use of in- 
accurate, unsubstantiated, and frequently 


biased charges brought by informers, un- 
ethical methods of attempting to discredit 


witnesses in order to avoid admission of ir- 
responsibility, and failure to take any con- 
structive steps to combat communism.

The President of Teachers College, Columbia 
University, offers admonition and explanation 
on clarifying the objectives of education be- 
fore criticizing the methods. This involves 
inquiry into the meaning of Americanism, 
equality, liberty, and happiness, and examina- 
tion of the joint task of school, home, and 
community in the formation of the citizen. 
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The book does not include a ready-made 
measuring stick for judging a school but is a 
starting point for evolving a basis for judg- 
ment.

Addressing herself pri- 
marily to teachers, she presents specific situa- 
tions to illustrate progressive education in 
action during the beginning school years. First 
she discusses school facilities; next she out- 
lines a curriculum; finally she shows how 
parents and teachers, by working together, 
can develop a continuing sense of responsibil- 
ity. A guide that avoids educational jargon 
and gets right down to details.

Convinced that the nonmetropolitan center 
will be the community of the future, the editor 
of the Bloomington, Illinois Daily Pantagraph 
turns in a progress report on the Central 
Illinois Community Betterment Program, an 
experiment designed to prevent the absorption 
of small communities by a larger one. Col- 
lege professors and newspapermen  coop- 
erated in this project to stabilize and enrich 
small towns, warding off the human erosion 
caused by migration to urban centers. The 
author describes how other small com- 
munities, by a program of self-analysis, self- 
diagnosis, and self-help, can reallocate and 
improve their goods and services. Of special 
interest to adult educators and other com- 
munity leaders.

psychological procedures, with a useful list 
of supplementary reading following each 
chapter.

Knowing by 
experience what interests the public, he tells 
of zoo babies, feeding time and problems, 
publicity programs, the aquarium and its care 
and equipment, records kept on each zoo 
specimen, collecting for and transporting ani- 
mals to the zoo, and, finally, the duties of an 
official zoo artist. Numerous appealing photo- 
graphs make this a book to be enjoyed by 
those too young to read as well as by adults 
and young people.

The author of Make your own modern furni- 
ture (Book.ist 48:44, O 1 51) suggests over 
200 designs and plans for toys and furniture 
suitable for children from infancy to adoles- 
cence including ideas on planning children’s 
rooms. Following brief discussions on chil- 
dren’s changing needs, are charts, diagrams, 
illustrations, and specifications for construc- 
tion, a chapter on woodworking techniques, 
and one on finishing. More useful to the 
experienced woodworker than to the beginner.

A descriptive list of 113 pedigreed breeds of 
dogs illustrated by the author with line draw- 
ings of both the adult and the young. Descrip- 
tions include very brief information on each 
breed’s history, origin, physical characteristics, 


personality, disposition, and _ intelligence. 
Useful, but not detailed enough for com- 
prehensive study of any one breed.

These three case histories of abnormal per- 
sonalities represent a new technique in case- 
writing which is welcomed by psychologists, 
criminologists, and others concerned with 
social problems and/or mental health, be- 
cause they present the person in his social 
context and are at the same time centered in 
that person’s own image of himself. An un- 
derprivileged boy saddled with his family’s 
bad reputation is seen headed toward a crim- 
inal career, an orphan finds security through 
blindness, and a homosexual laments the lack 
of that exalted social and financial status 
which would, he thinks, have altered the 
course of his life.

A discursive cookbook, with almost as many 
reminiscences as recipes.

Items like squid stew and red 
pepper jam are on the exotic side, but most of 
the dishes seem likely to appeal to robust 
American appetites. Decorations in typical 
Peter Hunt style make an _ eye-arresting 
volume.

The unsentimental biography of a sparrow 
who for 12 years shared the seclusion of a 
middle-aged widow in London as her intimate 
companion. Clarence nested in her bed, en- 
tertained Londoners during the Blitz, and 
mastered the art of trilling to piano accom- 
paniment. In his years of decline, when he 
succumbed to hysteria, he was kept alive by 
the doses of champagne prescribed by a vet- 
erinarian. His mistress, who writes of Clar- 
ence as if he were a human being instead of 
a bird, throws a great deal of light on the 
habits and temperament of a highly adaptable 


species. Published in England under title:

The book brings together a wide variety of 
data about mammals, birds, fish, and insects. 
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The material has been gathered from many 
sources, principally from accounts of wild 
animals in their natural haunts. The first 
section groups the information by animal 
activity—sleep, toilet, food, leadership, war, 
and doctoring; the second section contains the 
author’s contribution on study of animal 
speed; and the third covers some oddities of 
the animal world. A rather miscellaneous but 
entertaining collection of facts.

McGoldrick, Edward J. Management of 
the mind; how to conquer alcohol and 
other blocks to successful living; with an 
introd. by Bartley C. Crum. 1954. 261p. 
Houghton, $3. 


A one-time alcoholic outlines the principles 
on which he bases the system of his own de- 
vising for the cure of alcoholism used at New 
York City’s Bridge House clinic. Patients 
who cannot accept the religious approach 
of Alcoholics Anonymous, the authoritative 
guidance of psychiatrists, or the physiological 
methods of medicine often respond, the rec- 
ords show, to the McGoldrick “mental diet,” 
which appears to paraphrase and modify 
widely-used psychotherapeutic devices lead- 
ing to an enlightened self-interest that enables 
an individual to bring about his own cure. 
Although the program is designed primarily 
for alcoholics, it can be equally effective in 
dealing with other difficulties of a compulsive 
nature.

SIMPLE LIBRARY CATALOGING 


By SUSAN G. AKERS

Chis compact, how-to-do-it volume, like its predecessors, has a three-fold pu 
pose: to serve as a manual for the librarian with little experience in the small 
public. school, or special library; to be a textbook for elementary cataloging 
courses; to serve as collateral reading in the earlier parts of basic cataloging 
courses. 


This completely revised edition is based on the following widely used tools, 
and reflects throughout the changes in cataloging and classification rules incor- 
porated in the new editions of them: the 1949 edition of ALA Cataloging Rules 
for Author and Title Entries, the 1949 edition (and 1949-1951 supplement) of 
Rules for Descriptive Cataloging in the Library of Congress, the L. C. rules for 
Phonorecords, 1952 and Motion Pictures and Filmstrips, 1953, and the 6th edi- 
tion of the Sears List of Subject Headings. ‘The chapter on classification consid- 
ers both the 14th and 15th editions of the Dewey Decimal Classification system, 
and discusses some of the differences between them and their effect on the library. 


NEW FEATURES. An entirely new chapter devoted to the cataloging and 
simple care of the audio-visual materials most common to small general libraries: 
records, filmstrips, slides, and maps. Abbreviations used in such cataloging are 
included. An appendix of 74 sample catalog cards with captions pointing out 
their special features. These cards are in addition to the 81 examples of cards 
in the body of the text. 


Other features of this new edition are: functional rearrangement of material 
better to assist the inexperienced librarian; more sample cards to give specific 
help to the librarian; and an expanded appendix on aids in the cataloging of a 
small library.
